Nnw OHI.KANS. La., Aug. 15.—Capt. 


Evans of the British steamship Rhelm 
was arrested Saturday by a special 
agent, Prank N. Wickor, for smug- 
gling. About six months ago the treas- 
ury department ordered that a search 
be instituted for smugglers of antl- 
pyriiii-. H seems there is only one es- 
tablishment in tho United States that 
Is agent fur the drug, and they control 
its price. They complained that anti- 
pyriue was being imported into tho 
country through the southern states 
without paying the duty of 'f> por cent. 


Capt. Evens broke down, acknowl- 


edged his guilt and explained that ho 
had a huge family and his salary as 
captain of the steamship was insufll- 
eient to support them. It was expected 
that he would toll all ho knew and 
make disclosures showing the existence 
of an extensive smuggling system. He

Groat 
excitement prevails. 


A Bloody Flffht Apt to Follow. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 14.—A 


bloody fight at Coal Creek between tho 
state troops in tho garrison there ant 
the free miners is apt to follow the out 
break of yesterday at Tracy City. An 
officer of the garrison at Coal Creek 
who has been here but a short tim 
stated that In one way or another notlc 
had been given them that tho miner 
and thoir friends propose to do up th 
soldiers, and for a fortnight an attack 
has been looked for nightly. The gar 
rison will not be caught napping, but 
It is at least probable that an assault 
will be made on thorn, in which oven* 
Woody work will follow, as bad fooling 
exists between the soldiers and citi- 
zens, and the fight, if one occurs, will 
be to the death.

The Oaufle oi the Trouble. 


NASHVILLE, Tonn., Aug. 14.—After 


the prisoners had boon placed on the 
trail) the conductor and engineer were 
ordered to leave at once for Cowan 
with the convicts who had been turned 
over to Deputy Warden Burton and 
twenty-five guards. Between Swanee 
and Mount Eagle the convicts cut tho 
train In two, and ton or fifteen made a 
break for liberty. Several shots wore 
fired. Matt Wilson, white, was killed, 
and Tom Smith, colored, wounded. Six 
or eight made good their escape. 


Tho train was hold at Cowan until 


orders to come on wore received from 
Nashville. 


The trouble was caused by a reduc- 


tion in the hours of labor of the free 
miners. They demanded the privilege 
of working as many hours per week as 
the convicts. An ofllclal of the Ten- 
nessee 
Coal, 
Iron 
& Railroad Co. 


stated that the working hours of tho 
free miners were reduced because of 
the lax markets: 


"The trouble came from about ISO of 


the miners at Tracy City, or about one- 
third of the body," said ho. "We con- 
templated shutting down our furnace 
two weeks ago, but thought It, better 
to run oven on half tiino than not to 
run at all." 


There is a branch prison at Inman,

victs taken from the Tracy City stock- 
ade would bo brought to the main 
prison here and kept until a new stock- 
ade could be built, when they would 
bo returned as was done at Coal Creek.

POOR HAY TO COSDUCT A STRIKE. 


A Would-Be Ravlaher Captured—"A 


Night in Pekin" Badly Damaged— 


Immense Damage Done to 


Crops by a Storm. 


Three at Once la the Lehlg-h Freight 


Yards—A Poor Way to Oon- 


duot i\ Strike. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. H.—At a quar- 


ter to 2 this morninpf somebody—sup- 
posed to be the strikers—started throo 
fires simultaneously in different parts 
of the Lehigh freight yards at East 
Buffalo. 
An alarm was sounded and 


the fire department and tho entire re- 
serve forco of police were quickly (Ms- 
patched to tho scene. U was n well 
planned and executed plot, as tho tires 
were started where the cars were thick- 
est and at a time when the yardu were 
deserted. Eighteen freight cars loaded 
with merchandise together with tho 
office bv tidings were completely de- 
stroyed. 


A train of fl/teen coal cars which 


were atnnding on a coal trestle was 
started down tho incline and crashed 
Into an engine at tho bottom, wrecking 
it rand a water crane. Four freight 
trains on tho Lehigh Valley have been 
derailed in the Lchtgh Valley yards to- 
night. Eight oars were also wrecked 
on the Erie. 


Tho Qro attracted a large number ol 


railroad men to tho aeono, but there 
lias been no other outbrcalc up to .this 
hour. The damage done will roach 
e75,000. The tire lasted two hours. No 
arrests have been made. 


A Would-Be RavUher Captured. 


.IADL.KY, Mass., Aug-. 15.—A tramp 


who gives tho name of Jamos McDon- 
ald attempted to outrage Miss Louise 
PiUisers, of this place, on the old stage 
road Saturday afternoon, about a mile 
!rom the Connecticut river bridge on 
icr way home from work in Northamp- 
ton. The girl's screams were heard 
and, aid arriving, her assailant was 
driven off from liis intended victim and 
subsequently captured. 
The 
crowd 


placed a rope around his neck, dragged 
him to a tree and would have hanged 
him but for the timely interference of 
one of their number, He was lodged 
in Northampton jail.

The meeting ot the Dentar Baud ot 


Education, held Saturday night, was 
attended by D. 8. Bhellabarger, John K. 
Warren sod the clerk, E. A. Oaitman. 
Mrs. Moata fltaflord w«a absant. It was 
a meeting ot nnusnal importanoe io a 
financial aenae, aa the levy tor 1892 wai 
made to meet expenaea inoorred by the 
additions to the aohool honsea.

It waa resolved that the treasurer of 


the board should keep an interest and a 
sinking fund for the bonds of 1892 and 
that those funds should be naed for no 
other purpose. 


Hr. Warren also offered this resolution, 


whioh waa unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That there be raised by tax- 


ation of all properly liable to taxation in 
this school district for school purposes, 
including the payment of any debts due 
or to become due during the year, the 
snm of 966,600, being 1 and 9-10 per oen- 
tum,

The Chicago Herald describee a dis- 


honest trick practiced by a band of 
women in tbe employ of a concern trying 
to introduce B new baking powder in 
that city as follows: 


A sample ot the baking powder fonnd 
in the kitchen visited, and which it is-in- 
tended to defame, is placed in a glass, 
mixed with a little water, and stirred, 


teing a pore powder It foams np like 
hampagne, although the bobbles ot car- 
xinio acid gas will continue to rise for a 
ong time. The tester then taken a 
sample ot the powder which she is trying 
o introduce and treats it in the same 
manner. The result ia a glassful of yeast- 


ke ifoam. This action, she claims, is ev- 
denoe ot the superiority and greater 
trength of her powder, whereas it is 
nued by tbe addition ot a little gam, or 
oar. with which the powder is adnlter- 
ted, and it is indisputable evidence of 
adulteration. To prove this, add a little 


onr to the other powder, mix thoroughly 


add the water,, stir it up, and the same 
remit will be produced to a degree de- 
pendent upon the quantity of flour used. 


Another "test" consists in boiling the 


laking powder with water. 
If the bak- 


ng powder ia good for anything, the 
leat will, of course, expel the gas, which 
B apparent to the sense of smell. 
The 


claim is then made that this gas indicates 
nmething detrimental, although, as a 
matter of fact, a baking powder that 
ronld give off no gas when subjected to 
eat would be without leavening power 


and valueless, 
«,The object of these people is, of course, 
o deceive the lonsnmers SB to the qnali- 
>ies ot their baking powder and the bak- 
ng powder used in the kitchen visited. 


The attempt to injure bonnet goods 


and make a market for an adulterated 
rtiole by such methods is dishonest and 
espioable. But to try to palm off upon 


any woman such silly tricks for a scien- 


floteetiean insult to her intelligence.

THE STATE GAME LAWS. 


What tho Illinois Statutes Have 


to Say to the Hunters. 


Many inquiries are benrd nt this time 


ot the year concerning tbe exact time for 
the kilhng of certain kinds of gume. The 
statutes of Illinois have been revised on 
these points several timea but are very 
explicit nevertheless. A large number 
make, blind guesses nt the dates ns set 
dowu by law and kill game at their own 
plenauio violating statutes for which 
beavy penalties are offered. Tho local 
game olnb as nn orgnnization has deter- 
mined to guard the game out of season 
by nssiatiug in the arrest of pereora vio- 
lating the game hi we. 


Tbe statutes declare it unlawful for 


any person to hunt, pursue, kill, trap or 
ensnare or otherwise destroy nny wild 
turkey between the 15th of Jnnunr^ nnd 
tho llrat of September of each and every 
yciir; or any pinnated grouse or pruine 
chicken between the 1st dny of November 
and tbe 15th day of September of the 
suocee/hng your; or any milted grouee, 
quail, pheasunL or partridge between tbe 
let dny ot December nnd tbe 1st day of 
October ot each succeeding yenr or any 
year; or any gray, red, fox or black squir- 
rel between the 10th day ot December 
and the 1st day of June of each succeed- 
ing yenr or any year. It is also unlawful 
to destroy any wila {{ooso, dnck, brnudt 
or other water fowl at nny time betweeu 
tho 15th dny ot April and the 15th day 
of September ot any year and these must 
be killed when in season betweeu sunrise 
nnd sunset and not ut night from nny 
fixed or artiQcml ambush. For violation 
of any one ot the above n fine of not less 
than 85 and not more than $25 and costs 
of suit shidl be imposed. 
It is not generally known, bnt it is a 


(net nevertheless, that the statutes make 
il unlawful to kill nt any time of tha 
yenr nenr,y all kinds of our domestic 
unless direct damage is being done by 
them, The etute'a attorney is instructed 
to prosecute any person violating the 
game laws, and all police officials are 
giving the duty of informing against nny 
supposed offenders. 
One-halt ot tbe 


fine imposed goes to the person filing 
the complaint in tbe notion nnd the re- 
mainder to the township school fnnd. 


The statutes for tbe catching of lieu in 


Illinois are ulso violated' by a large 
number 
of 
would-be fiiabermen. It 


is unlawful to catch fish by other 
menus 
than 
n 
hook 
and 
lino 


within one half mile of any dam oon- 
etruoted 
ucroeu a stream in tbe state, 


with the exception of minnows to be 
used for bait. It is also unlawful to nee 
a seine whose meshes nre less than two 
inches square. Seining, however, is al- 
lowed between the first day of July in 
each year and the first dny of April in 
tbe following year with seines whose 
meshes are not leas than two inches 
Any person who fishes in a stream run- 
ning through the land whose owner does 
not give his consent is liable to aireef, for 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not less 
than 810 nor more than 8100 f<w tkyTirst 
offense. This fine is liable f»«l'*|S viola- 
tion ot the statutes concerning \\-K\ng.
